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The Chains of Sin

“And he smote Peter on the side, and raised him up, 
Saying, Arise up quickly. And his chains fell off from his 
hands.”’—Acts 12:7. 


Let me draw your attention to!.

; by the Devil; he is captive to his 
will. You may say, “I am not go- 
ing to give up my will to some- 
one else,” but you have already 
done that very thing. If you are 
unsaved, you are a captive to the 
god and prince of this world, and, 
what is more, you cannot deliver 
yourself, you cannot set yourself 
free. 

In the second place, Peter was 
guarded. Herod had guards sta- 
tioned to watch and see that he 
did not get away. He was deliver- 
ed to four quaternions of sol- 
diers. I do not know the actual 
names of those soldiers, but I have 
an idea of what they suggest. One 
of them might suggest pride, an- 
other procrastination, a third sin- 
ful pleasure, and the last, the love 
of the world; for I know that 
these are the means that Satan 
uses to guard men, and keep them 
in their sins, and hinder them 
from getting deliverance. How 


not intend to consider it from 
a merely historical standpoint, but 
as a rémarkable illustration of 
man’s lost condition, and God’s 
marvelous salvation. I want you 
to think of Peter, not as an apos- 
tle, nor as an eminent servant of 
Christ, but as a picture of any 
poor lost sinner. We notice six 
things predicted of Peter which are 
true of every unconverted man. 


First, we see him in bondage. He 
is Captive to a tyrant, determined 
upon his destruction. Are you out 
of Christ, and do you think that 


with pity upon Christians because 
you imagine they are in bondage 
to certain ancient ideas which 
keep them from enjoying them- 
selves in the world, the way you 
fancy you are enjoying yotrself? 
The Jews of Christ’s day boldly 
déclared that they were never in 
bondage to any man, but Jesus

Two Long-Time Friends, Both, We Trust, Honestly Wanting to 
Do Right, Exchange Friendly Letters About the Issues 
in Billy Graham’s New York Crusade Sponsored by the 
Modernistic Protestant Council of New York 


There is tremendous comfort inj 


the well wishes and the kindly 
communications of friends. Dur- 
ing the last 29 days since I fell 
downstairs in the dark at the 
Sword office building and sustain- 
ed a serious skull fracture, the 
telegrams, and long distance phone 


calls, and, I suppose, hundreds of 
letters and cards from friends 
telling me of their prayers, have 
been like manna from Heaven. 
They have been a sweet breath of 


God's loving care. I am grateful. 


Among the letters that came 
in this time of testing have been 
a couple of letters from Dr. Bil- 
ly Graham. Dr. Graham and I 
are long-time friends. He invited 
me, years ago, to be on thee ol- 
ficial board of Northwestern 
Schools when he was president, 


and I was glad to serve, going, 
of course, at my own expense, to 
every board meeting. My friend- 
ship for him and his great min- 
istry is.indicated by the long arti- 
cles I wrote, by my defense and 
explanation of some of his mis- 
takes, and my urging that people 
everywhere pray for him, give him 


time and thank God for the 
souls saved. I was glad to fly 
to Glasgow, Scotland, for a week 


of fellowship with him there, and 
to see the campaign. Later I visit- 
ed the Toronto campaign also with 
real joy. Mrs. Rice and I were 
guests in the home of Dr. Billy 
Graham and his lovely wife, Ruth, 
at Montreat, North Carolina. He 
served on the Sword Co-operating 
Board for several years. I think it 
is only fair to say that Dr. Graham 
and I have been friends. Certainly 
I. feel friendship for Dr. Graham, 
and I take at face value his own 
assurances of friendship and love 
and prayer. 

After my accident, it was good 
to find the love of the Billy Gra- 
ham party. I had a fine letter 
from Cliff Barrows and his wile, 


Billie. Brother Beverly Shea, a 
noble Christian gentleman and 
Spirit-filled sweet singer for the 


Lord, called me from Western 
Springs, Illinois, and how sweet 
it was to hear his. voice and his 
comforting words. Dr. Paul Rees 
Heard that I had fallen and wrote 
most generously and kindly for 
further details, and assured me of 
prayer. And two letters came from 
Dr. Billy Graham. One, a most 
kind letter, came after my first 
article concerning the New York 
campaign came out, and then a 
second one in greater detail after 
he heard how seriously I had been 
injured. 

Let everybody understand that 
the discussion in THe SWorRD OF 


THE Lorp of Billy Graham’s New 
York campaign and the _ issues 
involved is not an attack on Dr. 
Billy Graham. I am for evange- 
lists, not against them. I am a 
friend of soul winners, and not 
their enemy. I think surely those 
who know me well will know that 
has been proven so long that it 
would be rather presumptuous for 
anyone to deny it. 


And I feel assured also that Dr. 
silly Graham does not mean. to 
attack me. He assures me that 
when he published statements that 
God had bypassed extreme funda- 
mentalists, he did not mean to 
attack me. In THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp I wrote articles urging peo- 
ple not to support the Southern 
Baptist Co-operative Program 
which included schools which in- 
vited Nels Ferre, Emil Brunner, 
Robert McCracken, of Fosdick’s 
Riverside Church in New York 
City, and other such outspoken 
modernists. I urged that Chris- 
tians ought not to put money back 
of the teaching of such _ infidels. 
Dr. Graham wrote in the Baptist 
Standard that people who oppose 
such things do not understand the 
parable of the tares (!), but he 
assures me that he did not mean 
that as an attack on me. And I 
take his statement at face value. 


No, this is a matter of holy 
conviction, a matter of. being true 
to Christ, and we write these 
articles because we are thorough- 
ly convinced it is right. Let us 
presume also that Dr.’ Graham 
honestly believes it is all right 
for him to go to New York spon- 
sored by the modernistic Protes- 
tant Council of Churches. I per- 
sonally am convinced that that 
sponsorship violates the plain com- 
mands of the Scriptures. So we 
have here ground for an honest 
discussion between Christian men, 
brethren, who do not agree, but 
both wanting to do right. 


Thus it seems wise that the 
Christian public can understand 
the situation better if I publish 
an exchange of letters, the one, 
a letter from Dr. Graham to me 
dated April 27, and my letter to 
him dated: May 2. 


Bear in mind that these are 
kindly, well-intentioned letters 
from friends who are trying to 
find the will of God and be true 
to Christ, though they seriously 
differ on the important matter 
of whether sponsorship by mod- 
ernists is right or wrong for a 
Bible-believing preacher. 

Dr. Graham has published that 
he will go anywhere, sponsored 
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by any council of churches, uni- 
versity, or other group, just so 
he can preach the Gospel. I say 
that the Scriptures forbid yoking 
up with unbelievers, even “with 
good motives,” intending to use 
that sponsorship for good. 

Now prayerfully read these let- 
ters.

My dear beloved Dr. Rice: 


When I wrote you the other 
day I had no idea that You had 
suffered a serious injury. Cliff just 
informs me that you had fallen 
and hurt your head, I thought a- 
bout. calling, but I did not want 
to disturb you or your family at 
a time like this. Ruth and I went 
immediately to prayer and have 
prayed earnestly that God would 
protect and strengthen you. I am 
sure that you have already seen 
the purpose of God. I have learn- 
ed through many experiences that 
while His appointments may be 
grievous for a time, yet the trail 
of our faith becomes more precious 
than. gold. 

I love that passage in I Peter 
that says: “Who are kept by the 
power of God.” F. B. Meyer says 
that word kept carries with it the 
idea of a divine bodyguard around 
us. Certainly you are one of God's 
choice and anointed servants. He 
has put His wall of protection a- 
round you. 

If the Lord wills, I hope you will 
come to New York and see for 
yourself what God is about to 
do. The sponsorship that has dis- 
turbed a few was far more liberal 
in Glasgow than in New York, 
yet you sensed the presence of 
God and did not have adjectives 
enough to describe it. My dear 
servant of Christ, whose shoe 
latchet I am unworthy to loose, I 
beg of you not to allow yourself 
to be put in a position of fighting 
what God may be doing. There 
are over 4,000 daily prayer meet- 
ings in progress in the New York 
area. Nearly all of those that: had 
questions have come to our side. 


There have been sO many rumops, |, 


distortions of the truth, and out- 
right lies, I should hope you would 
be fair enough and honest enough 
to get the facts, as a reporter, 
directly from the scene of action. 
The men whom you and others feel 
are sponsoring are only on the 
committee of reference. Almost all 
Christian organizations have com- 
mittees of reference, such as the 
mayor, the governor, 
outstanding citizens in the com- 
munity. Billy Sunday continually 
followed this procedure. 


The committee of reference in 
New York has never met and has 
no power. It includes some of New 
York’s outstanding citizens. There 
is a committee of nineteen that 
is actually sponsoring the crusade. 
Dr. Frank Gaebelein has an arti- 
cle on them in the current issue 
of Christian Life. He will confirm 
that all of them are evangelical 
men of God. There is only one 
man that could possibly be termed 
anywhere near Liberal in his 
theological position, and even he 
is extremely warm toward evan- 


‘gelism. Almost every statement 


made by a few of the Fundamenta- 
list critics has been twisted and 
distorted. Therefore I hope you will 
not be swayed by the pressure 
of a few but will come and see for 
yourself. I am convinced your 
heart will be strangely warmed 
again. 

No. matter what position you 
take, however, you can be as- 
sured that I will not publicly disa- 
gree with you but will love you, 
respect you, and evaluate your 
opinions. 

Praying continually and earnest- 
ly for your speedy recovery. Please 
give my warmest greetings to Mrs. 
Rice and the Sword of the Lord 
staff.

I have been wonderfully blessed 
in these twenty-five days in bed 
and have, thank God, not even 
had a querulous thought nor ques- 
tion about God’s wonderful bless- 
ing in the matter. 


As I wrote you two days ago, 
I have greatly enjoyed the lovely 
flowers you and Ruth sent and they 
refreshed me continually, as do the 
wealth of other flowers—roses, 
lilies, hyacinths, asters, carnations, 
hydrangeas, lily of the valley, and 
fox glove which have been so gra- 
ciously sent by loving friends. Af- 
fliction is always sweet when God 
isin it and “most gladly therefore 
will I rather glory in my infirmi- 
ties, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me.” 


Now: Billy, as much as I love 
you, there are two or three earnest 
words that I ought to say to 
you.

But that means that you admit 
now what you denied two years 
ago, and if you knew the sponsor- 
ship in Glasgow was more liberal 
than the Protestant’ Council in 
New York City and pretended to 
me then that you would never let 
modernists appear on your pro- 
gram or have any place of re- 
sponsibility, authority, or leader- 
ship in your campaigns, you were 
less than frank, to say the matter 
as kindly as I know how. 

You told me about the Atlanta 
campaign that modernists were 
put on the committee before you 
were there and when you had no 
control of the situation, and you 
said, “I have promised God I will 
never let that happen again.” 


Also, you plainly told me in 
Scotland that you did not invite 
Dr. Bonnell, that you never rec- 
ognized or introduced: him on the 
platform nor even had him lead in 
prayer.

guage of flowers as revealed in 
the Bible. 


I, Fading Flowers Picture 
Man’s Frailty and the 
Briefness of Life and 

Opportunity Here 


In the blessed Psalm 103, which 
names particularly the five great- 
est blessings which ought to move 
us to thankfulness and grateful 
remembrance, God says, “As for 
man, his days are as grass: aS a 
flower of the field, so he flourish- 
eth. For the wind passeth over it, 
and it. is gone; and the place 
thereof shall know it no more” 
(Ps. 103:15, 16). No wonder God 
pities us, saying, “For he knoweth 
our frame, he remembereth that 
we are dust,” in verse 14 of the 
same chapter. Our days are as the 
grass of the field. Men fade as 
does a wild flower in the field. 
Only one abrupt, harsh wind, and 
the delicate flower is broken and 
dead. Only one touch of frost and 
the flower is killed. And it is sucha 
telling illustration of the uncer- 
tainty, the brevity, the passing 
opportunity which man’s life here 
affords! 

That thought is expressed again 
in James 1:9-11. There we are 
told, “Let the brother of low de- 
gree rejoice in that he is exalted: 
But the rich, in that he is made 
low: because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. For 
the sun is no sooner risen with 
a burning heat, but it withereth 
the grass, and the flower* thereof 
falleth, and the grace of the 
fashion of it perisheth: so also 
shall the rich man fade away in 
his ways.” 

It is addressed particularly to 
“the rich,” because a rich man 
dies just as soon as a poor man 
dies. How solemnly that truth is 
told in the story of the rich man 
who died and went to Hell while 
the beggar at his gate went to 
Heaven. Jesus told it in Luke 16. 
So riches cannot put off sickness 
and death. 


In Isaiah 40:30 we are told that 


“even the youths shall faint and 
be weary, and the young men 
shall utterly fall.’’ Youth does not 
guarantee more time. Strength, 
education, position—these cannot 
guarantee one hour extra of op- 
portunity which we let slip. 

Oh, whoever reads this and 
boasts in the strength of your 
youth, boasts in your robust body, 
hear it now—one day your limbs 
will be as frail as those of others. 
One day your brilliant mind will 
be the doting and senile mind of 
an old man, unless you ‘are cut 
off before that time. 

God has most graciously given 
me a robust body and, with en- 
ormous labors and burdens, I have 
felt compelled to care most care- 
fully for my health. So my 
strength has been maintained: in 
God’s mercy, and I can do more 
work, I think, than ever before, 
if I take proper care. But it is 
not hard for me to see, yea, it is 
even blessed for me to realize, that 
my hair is growing gray, my steps 
are not as quick as they were, 
and even the limitations that oth- 
er men have are my limitations, 
too. 

I am reminded by the flowers 
in my room that life itself in this 
world is a fading business. Who 
knows but that I may never 
preach another sermon or that I 
may never write another article 
for THE Sworp oF THE LorD!

defeat? Must I then grieve that 
my strength is not that of a young 
man, that my days may be sudden- 
ly cut off?

II. But Flowers Picture Also | 
How Sweet We Are to 
the ‘Lord Jesus 


In the Song of Solomon, we 
have human love used as a type 
of the love between Christ and 
His church, the saved. Sometimes, 
it is true, flowers are used in the 
Song of Solomon as a picture of 
the Lord Jesus. We will refer to 
that later. But more usually these 
flowers are named as picturing 
a Christian in God’s sight. 

For example, Song of Solomon 
2:1 says, “I am the rose of Sha- 
ron, and the lily of the valleys.” 
A careful study of the text in- 
dicates to me that the one speak- 
ing is the bride of Solomon, who 
here pictures the child of God. To 
Jesus Christ, then, I am the rose 
of Sharon, and I am the lily 
of the valleys. The rose may be 
flamboyant and spectacularly 
beautiful. The lily of the valleys 
may be the most modest, shy, tiny 
flower growing .in the shade. The 


a spring shut up, a fountain seal- 
ed’’ (Song of Sol. 4:10-12). 

And then Christ (the bride- 
groom) continues, likening the 
Christian (the bride) to “spike- 
nard and saffron; calamus and cin- 
namon, with all trees of frankin- 
cense; myrrh and aloes, with all 
the chief spices: A fountain of 
gardens, a well of living waters, 
and streams from Lebanon” (Song 
ef Sol. 4:14, 15). 

And then the bridegroom calls to 
the north wind and the south, 
“Blow upon my garden, that the 
spices thereof may flow out.” We 
are God's pleasant garden. We 
are the fragrant flowers which 
He loves, the incense that delights 
His heart! 

It is true that we are poor, 
frail sinners, tainted, fallen, cor- 
rupt. It is true that “‘the heart is 
deceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked: who can know 
it?” (Jer, 17:9). It is true of all 
of us as it was of the Apostle Paul 
that “when I would do good, evil 
is present with me” (Rom. 7:21). 
But thanks be to God, there is 
planted in us a heavenly life, a 
divine life. We have been made 
into sons of God. We are not only 
friends of Christ, but brethren. 

“For both he that sanctifieth 
and they who are sanctified are all

I drove across the desert from 
Arizona to Los Angeles once just 
after there had been a most re- 
markable rain. And I _ found, 
strangely enough, that here where 
there had not been for many years 
a wild flower but only cacti, and 
lizards, and Joshua trees, now 
there were masses, acres upon 
acres of wild flowers. The un- 
usual rain that blessed the desert 
had sprouted seeds which had lain 
dormant for ten or twenty years! 
But soon the hot sun withered 
these flowers and now the desert 
waits again only for some unusual 
watering, some unusual smile of 
God. 

Thanks be to God, one day all 
the deserts will blossom and be 
joyful as the rose. Then all the 
desert areas of the world “shall 
blossom abundantly, and rejoice 
even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it, the exceilency of Carmel 
and Sharon, they shall see the 
elory of the Lord, and the excel- 
lency of our God.” 


IV. God Uses Flowers to 
Illustrate His Loving 
Care for Us 

Oh, the heavenly language of 
flowers is sweet. The flowers in 
my room-—Easter lilies, hyacinths, 
roses, hydrangeas, asters, and Car- 
nations—are all beautiful. Each 
one may have a distinctive shape 
and color and odor, but all of 
them are sweet and beautiful. And 
they came from loving hearts. In 
my office has been a large pray- 
er meeting after work hours every 
day since I was stricken eighteen 
days ago. These flowers came 
from those who prayed and others 
who love me, and their messages, 
in every case, are sweet, 

So it is with the way God uses 
flowers in the Bible. And heavenly

language, every Word of God 
translated into flowers, is sweet. 


One of the most loved and en- 
joyed passages in the Bible about 
flowers is that with which we 
began this message. 


In Matthew 6:28-30, Jesus said: 


“And why take ye thought fof 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow;-they toil 
not, neither do they spin: And yet 
I say unto you, That Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. Wherefore, uf 
God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to day is, and to mor- 
row is cast into the oven, shail 
he not much more clothe you, 
O ve of little faith?” 


Why should we take thought for 
raiment? Instead we should “con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow.” The dear Lord Jesus 
had noted them many and many 
a time on the hillsides in Galilee. 
He remembered that the flowers 
did not work, did not save. They 
did not spin wool or linen. They did 
not weave. They did not buy gar- 
ments, and vet these flowers were 
dressed even better than Solomon 
in all his glory! And why? Be- 
cause the supreme Dressmaker 
and Clothier, the God who creat- 
ed them, ciothed the flower of the 
field! 


And Jesus says: “Wherefore, if 
God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to day is, and to mor- 
row is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much: more clothe you, O 
ye of littie faith?”

But Paul tells us 
that God’s care was not just for 
the oxen, but they were types of 
God’s preachers who should be re- 
warded and provided for by those 
to whom they minister.

And so the Saviour continues 
on this matter in Matthew 6:31- 
34: 

“Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink? or, Wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? (For after 
all these things do the Gentiles 
seek:) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things. But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. Take 
therefore no thought for the mor- 
row: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.’ 

We are not to fret. We are not 
to worry about what we shall eat 
or drink, or how we will be cloth- 
ed. Heaihen people worry about 
these things, but no child of God 
needs to. Instead, we are com- 
manded: “But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his right- 
eousness: and all these things shail 
be added unto you.” 

If you were near now, you 
might be amazed at the tremble 
in my voice and to see how deeply 
my heart is touched on this mat- 
ter. That would be because you 
do not know that for more. than 
thirty years I have learned ‘to 
depend on God and be cared for, 
with my family. Thirty-one years 
ago I gave up my life insurance, 


‘gave up all regular salary for ‘the 


rest of »my life, to depend upon 
God. And now, thank God, I have 
proved again and again and again, 
and ten thousand times more, 
that one can safely trust things 
with God and seek first His king- 
dom and His righteousness. 


The money for college for my 
daughters, and for voice lessons, 
and piano lessons, and for cloth- 
ing, and weddings—thanks be to 
God, there has always” been e- 
nough. This morning I have just 
seen the report card of my baby 
Joy, a junior at Wheaton College.

V. God Uses Flowers ‘to Teach 
the Indestructible, Enduring 
| Quality of the Word of God 

| In Isaiah 40:6-8 there is an- 


other message in God’s heavenly 
There 


God says: 


“The voice said, Cry. And he 
said, What shall I cry? All flesh 
is grass, and all the goodliness 
thereof is as the flower of the 
field: The grass withereth, the 
|flower fadeth: because the spirit 
| of the Lord bloweth wpon it: sure- 
ly the people is grass. The grass 
withereth, the flower fadeth: but 
the word of our God shall stand 
for ever.” 

All flesh is grass, and all the 
goodliness of mankind is like the 
‘flower of the field that withers. 
God's Spirit blows on the flower 
and it fades, and people will, at 
the breath of God, lose _ their 
strength, their health, and pass 
on from this scene. But in con- 
trast to mankind and in contrast 
to the withering flower is the 
'Word of God: “But the word of 
‘our God shall stand for ever.” 
| The above Scripture is referred 
/to and quoted in the New Testa- 
| ment, 

First Peter 1:23-25 says: 
“Being born again, not of cor- 


'ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
|'and abideth for ever. For all flesh 


is as grass, and all the glory of 
man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away: But the 
word of the Lord endureth for 
ever. And this is the word which 


you.” 


It is the Word of God by which 
we are born again. No one can 
be saved without the incorruptible 
Word of God. The blessed ‘Holy 
Spirit uses the Word of God plant- 
ed in the heart, the Gospel, and 
as that Word sprouts into life eter- 
nal when a sinner trusts Christ, 
we are reminded of the eternal 
values of this Word. 

So we are tald: “For all flesh 
is aS grass, and all the glory of 
man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the -flower 
thereof falleth away.” Man in the 
flesh of this life is temporary. The 
Word of God is eternal. Man fails 
and withers like grass and flowers 
but the Word of God does not: 
“But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever.” And we are 
solemnly exhorted to remember 
the wonderful truth: “And this 
is the word by which the gospel 
is preacned unto you.” 

The Word of God then is eter- 
nal. Let everyone who looks upon 
a flower and sees it wither like 
those spears of the beautiful blue 
hyacinth withered, like the Easter 
lily at which I just looked is turn- 
ing brown and limp, so all flesh 


withers and human instruments 
and ways and values wither. But, 
thank God, the Word of God is 
not like that. 


Here we have the blessed truth 
then that while man in the flesh is 
like grass, the new nature which 
God implants in a human being 
through the Gospel and _= saving 
faith, that new nature is as eter- 
nal as the Word of God is. 


The dear Lord Jesus had much 
to say about the Word of God. 
He, too, said it was eternal, that 
it would never pass away. In 
Matthew 5:17, 18, Jesus said: 


“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfill. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
|pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled.” 

Jesus did not come to destroy 
the law, that is, the Mosaic books, 
the Pentateuch, He did not come 
to destroy Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
the other prophets, for He said: 
“Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise

pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled.” 
And again Jesus said, “Heaven 


and earth shall pass away: but my 


words shali not pass away” (Luke 
21:33). 

Even Agur, by divine inspira- 
tion, knew the perfection of the 
law. He was inspired to write: 
“Every word of God is pure” 
(Prov. 30:5). That meant inspira- 
tion, eternal verity. 


Again in Psalm 19, the first six 
verses tell 
the starry heavens, the planets, 
the sun. And they are wonderful. 
But one day the heavens will be 
rolled up like a scroll, and the 
earth shall melt with fervent heat. 
All things materiai are subject to 
change. The curse that is on this 
earth and on the universe will be 
removed and we will have a new 
heaven and a new earth. But, 
thank God, we will not need a new 
Bible, for in Psalm 19, after the 
six verses about this universe 
which declares the glory of God 
‘and the firmament which shows 
His handywork, David was inspir- 
ed to write: ‘““The law of the Lord 
is perfect, converting the soul...” 
(Ps. 19:7). You see, the sun is 
not perfect. The earth is not per- 
fect. But, thank God, the Bible 
is perfect. That is why it works 
a miracle of regeneration to one 
who hears the Gospel and trusts 
in Christ. Jeremiah said: “Thy 
words were found, and I @id eat 
them; and thy word was unto 
me the joy and rejoicing of mine 
heart: for I am’ called by thy 


about this universe, 


fragrance of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

In the Song of Solomon 2:2, 
the heavenly bride speaks about 
the heavenly Bridegroom and says: 
“As the lily among thorns, so is 
my love among the daughters.” At 
least I understand this statement 
to be about the dear Lord Jesus. 
Again in Song of Solomon 2:16, 
the heavenly bride, picturing the 
saints of God, speaks of the heav- 
enly Bridegroom in these words: 
“My beloved is mine, and I am 
his: he feedeth among the lilies.” 


A similar statement is in Song 
of Solomon 5:13: “His cheeks are 
as a bed of spices, as sweet flow- 
ers: his lips like lilies, dropping 
sweet smelling myrrh.” 

This mystical and picturesque 
book has many, many beautiful 
statements referring symbolically 
to the Lord Jesus. Here we see 
again and again that the Lord 
Jesus is likened to sweet flowers, 
the lilies. He is as a lily among 
the thorns. In fact, He is the only 
pure, good man in a race of 
sinning men. The Scripture says: 
“He feedeth among the lilies.” 


“His cheeks are as a bed of spic- 
es, as sweet flowers,’ says the 
spiritual Christian. Back in the 
first chapter of this book Christ 
is mentioned thus: “A bundle of 
myrrh is my well-beloved unto 
me,” and again: “My beloved is 
unto me as a cluster of camphire 
in the vineyards of En-gedi’” (vs. 
13, 14). How fitting that the dear 
Lord Jesus should be pictured in 
the heavenly language of flowers. 


And that is not surprising. One 
who studies the Bible is certain 
to be impressed “with. the’ many 
beautiful, suggestive, and. descrip- 
tive names of the Lord Jesus. Je- 
sus is the Seed. of the woman, 
the. Seed of Abraham, the Seed 
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of David. He is the Son of man, 
Son of God. He is a Priest forever 
after the order of Melchizedek. He 
is the Lion of the tribe of Judah,

name, O Lord God of hosts” (Jer. 
15:16). 
I wish I had time to expound 


the wonderful 119th Psalm, the, 


iongest chapter in the Bible. It has 
176 verses. And it is all about 
the Bible. David said: “For ever, 
OQ Lord, thy word is settled in 
heaven” (vs. 89). And David could 
say: “O how love I thy law! it is 
my meditation all the day” (vs. 
97). The Bible describes the Word 
of God as a sword, as a fire, as 
a hammer. It is sweeter than hon- 
ey in*the honeycomb, we are told. 
Oh, the sweet and blessed and 
eternal Word of God! 


Flowers fade and daily remind 
us that all things human, § all 
things under the curse of sin, fade. 
Thank God, that is not true about 
the Word of God. In God’s heaven- 
ly language of flowers, every flow- 
er tells us that the Word of God 
will never fade, will never change, 
but will last forever! 


VI. Flowers Picture the 
Beauty and Fragrance 
of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ 


In the heavenly language of 
flowers, We are shown that flowers 
fade and the Bible uses that to 
show the frailty, the vanity, the 
shortness of human life. Flowers 
also show how sweet are we in 
Christ’s sight. Then flowers re- 
mind us of Christ’s millennial 
reign when the desert shall blos- 
som as the rose. Flowers, the lily 
of the field, illustrate God’s lov- 
ing care for His own. He who 
clothes the lilies will clothe those 
who trust Him, and flowers show 
then by contrast that the eternal 
Word of God never passes away. 
Now we are happy to see also 
that in God’s heavenly language 
flowers picture the beauty and 


amb of God. He is the fairest of 
ten thousand and altogether love- 
ly. One of the sweetest sermons 
I have read is “Pearls of Para- 


'dise,’”’ by the late Clinton N. How- 


ard, who was chairman of Wood- 
row Wilson’s peace commission, 
a great Christian layman who re- 
cently went to be with the Lord. 
This sermon is made up of the 
wonderful pearls which make a 
chain of pearls, that is, the scrip- 
tural names of the Lord Jesus. 
Pearls of Paradise! 


And so Jesus then is like a 
lily, like a garden of spices. We 
know that the tabernacle,’ the 
priesthood, the tabernacle furni- 
ture, the offerings, the Mosaic 
law, all pictured the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We know that sweet in- 
cense was specially prepared and 
burned on the altar of incense. 
That pictured the fragrance of 
Christ, of course, and on some 
other offerings to be burned with 
fire there was frankincense. That, 
too, pictured the heavenly frag- 
rance, the perfume of the Lord 
Jesus. 

The golden candlestick or lamp- 
stand pictured Christ as the Light 
of the World, and as it burned 
Olive oil, it particularly pictured 
the ministry of the Lord Jesus, 
filled with the Spirit. And that 
light was never to go out. 


And here is a suggestive and 
beautiful thought. On that golden 
candlestick were carved branches 
and buds and flowers! Even that 
gold lampstand pictured the Lord 
Jesus all the better because of the 
engraved flowers and buds upon 
it. 

In Exodus 25:31 Moses was com- 
manded: “And thou shalt make a 
candlestick of pure gold: of beaten 
work shall the candlestick — be 
made: his shaft, and his branches, 
his bowls, his knops, and his flow- 
ers, shall be of the same.” 


When Solomon built the temple, 
he received divine instruction. And 
the Scripture says: “And he carv- 
ed all the walls of the house round 
about with carved figures of cher- 
ubims and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without” (I 
Kings 6:29). 

The pillars of the house of Leb- 
anon which Solomon built were 
rich and beautiful. And on the top 
of these great pillars were ‘“chapi- 
ters,” or eapitals. And I Kings 7: 
19 says: “And the chapiters that 
were upon the top of the pillars 
were of lily work in the porch, 
four cubits.” And again, “And up- 
‘on the top of the pillars was lily 


work: s0 was the work of the 
pillars finished” (I Kings 7:22). 

Then Solomon made “a molten 
sea,” a great wash basin of brass, 
standing upon twelve molded oxen, 
and here the priests offering the 
sacrifices were washed. And we 
are told: “And it was an hand 
breadth thin, and the brim there- 
of was wrought like the brim of 
a cup, with flowers of lilies: it 
contained two thousand baths” (I 
Kings 7:26). 

And here is a sweet and beauti- 
ful thing. Of Christ Himself it is 
said: ‘His lips like lilies, dropping 
sweet smelling myrrh” (Song of 
Sol. 5:13). And it is said: “As 
the lily among thorns, so is my 
love among the daughters” (Song 
of Sol. 2:2). And again still, “My 
beloved is mine, and I am his; ‘he 
feedeth among the lilies” (Song of 
Sol. 2:16). It is strange and beau- 
tiful that again and again the 
one flower that is named as pic- 
turing Jesus is the lily! He is 
like lilies, He feeds among the 
lilies, His lips are like lilies. And 
on the golden stick were flowers, 
and on the chapiters or heads of 
the columns of the great temple 
was lily work. And round the great 
molten sea was lily work engrav- 
ed! And all of it pointed to the 
dear Lord Jesus! 


I particularly enjoy this heav- 
enly illustration because here be- 
fore me are three beautiful potted 
lily plants. And upon them are 
twelve beautiful flowers and other 
buds are beginning to open. I do 
not wonder that people ‘like lilies 
for Easter. Lilies are intendced-to 
picture the dear Lord Jesus, Their 
purity, their sweet odor, their re- 
ference to the resttrrection in the 
minds of multitudes, all make 
then? suitable reminders of Jesus 
Christ. 


Oh, dear reader, is Jesus frag- 
rant as a flower to you? Is His 
presence like the fragrance from 
a garden cf spices? Do you know 
Him well enough and do you have 
fellowship near enough with Him 
that you can perceive the beauty, 
the purity, the lily-whiteness, and 
the faint lily fragrance of His 
personality ? 


My beloved, the dear Saviour, is — 


like the tlower. In the heavenly 
language of flowers, the Bible 
reminds us that Jesus is the fair- 
est of ten thousand. He is al- 
together lovely. All the good 
things yov can say about pome- 
granates and spices and myrrh 
and incense are not enough to 
picture the beauty, the fragrance, 
the sweetness of knowing the dear 
Lord Jesus and dwelling in His 
presence!

And flowers prove and illustrate 
God’s lovirig care for His own, so 
we need never fret about clothing 
or food, 

And frail, fading flowers remind 
us that the Word of God, sweeter 
than flowers, never fails. The 
Word of God will never pass away.

The prince turned deadly pale as 
he heard that.

You can imagine 
his predicament. The procession 
started. How carefully this young 
prince walked! But in some way 
or another he managed to get 
through without spilling a drop. 
When he was brought before the 
Rajah, he was sternly asked: 
“Well, what kind of faces did the 
people make?” 

“O sire,” said the poor prince, 
“T saw no man’s face; I saw only 
my life that I held in my hands, 
and I knew that if I dared to look 
to the right or to the left, it 
would be forfeited.” 


O friend, you are a poor sinner 
exposed to the judgment of God, 
but now offered a free and full 
salvation through infinite grace. 
Are you~ too proud to be saved 
on God’s terms, too proud to hum- 
ble yourself and admit your lost 
condition? Are you more concern- 
ed about what men think than 
what God thinks? How well the 
Devil knows how to guard his 
subjects! 


Other Prison Guards 


Then there is that other guard, 
procrastination. ““The road of By- 
and-By leads to the town ol 
Never.” A great many people are 
not saved, because they are al- 
ways saying, “There is plenty of 
time,” and the Devil puts old Cap- 
tain Procrastination on duty to 
guard them, and if they get ex- 
ercised, he says to the young, 
“There is plenty of time; you are 
young yet.” To those in middle 
life, he sxys, “Go on and make 
your fortune, then you can think 
about your soul.” But old age 
comes and they are still in their 
sins. The time for them is gone, 
and they pass into eternity—lost. 
“The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved” 
(Jer. 8:20). 


How well Satan knows how to 
use the third and fourth guards 
—the pleasures of sin and the love 
of the world—to keep people from 
coming to Christ. If they bestir 
themselves and are anxious to be 
saved, these guards are to Say, 
“You will Jose all your good times, 
if you become a Christian; you 
will have to be long-faced and 
you will be miserable and wretch- 
ed. You won't bé able to go to 
this, or to that; you won’t be able 
to enjoy this or that; put it off; 
wait until the world has lost its 
charm.” And so, because men love 
the world and think more of the 
pleasures of sin than they do of 
their eternal salvation, they re- 
main in bondage—some of them 
= it is too late to be sav- 
ed. 


Peter’s Dire Condition 


Then notice the third thing: 
Peter was in darkness. That is the 
condition of everyone by nature: 
“Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life 
of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blind- 
ness of their heart” (Eph. 4:18). 
You cannot see in the dark. How 
often you will hear this said, “I 
have heard of this salvation for 
years, but I cannot see how God 
Can save a sinner through the 
death of His Son; I cannot see 
how the blood of Christ can wash 
away my guilt; I cannot under- 
Stand how I can be sure that the 
Bible is the Word of God?” Of 
course you cannot! You are in 
darkness, and what you need is 
light. The great apostle to the 
Gentiles declares, “But if our gos- 
pel be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost: In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of 
them Which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, who is the image of God, 
Should shine unto them” (II Cor. 4: 
3, 4). If you make the confession, “I 


cannot see; I cannot understand 
how the blood of Jesus can wash 
away my sin,’ that is all that is 
needed to tell the true condition of 
your soul. You are in the dark, 
away from God, and in dire need 
of a Saviour. 


Then notice something else: 
Peter was not only in bondage, 
guarded, and in darkness, but he 
was sound asleep, That is the con- 
dition of men in their sins today. 
But the voice of God _ sounds 
forth: “Awake thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light” (Eph. 
2:14). The business of the evange- 
list is to go to men, asleep in their 
sins, and awaken them. Real hard 
sleepers do not like to be awaken- 
ed. I have two boys, and both 
of them, when they were at a 
certain growing age, did like to 
Stay up late at night; but oh. 
how hard it was to get them up in 
the morning! What a job it was 
to awaken them. Listen to the 
sleeper in Proverbs, “Yet a little 
sleep, a little slumber, a little fold- 
ing of the hands to sleep” (Prov. 
6:10) My friend, a little more 
sleep and you will awaken in Hell 
to sleep no more for all eternity! 
It is only omnipotent power 
of God that can awaken poor 
sleeping sinners. 


Then there is something else: 
Peter was bound with two chains. 
Are you bound with the chains 
of your sin? You may remember 
the story of the Grecian tyrant who 
looked with suspicion upon a cer- 
tain metal worker who was able 
to make the finest chains of any 
man in his dominions. This ty- 
rant had an idea that the man 
was a traitor against his govern- 
ment. One day he sent for him, 
and after flattering him, said, “I 
understand there is no one in my 
kingdom that can make as fine 
or as strong a chain as you can. 
Let me see you make one.” With 
the tyrant looking on, the smith 
made a magnificent chain. He fin- 
ished it, and as he handed it over 
to the tyrant, he said, “If you 
were to take two elephants, and 


fasten one to each end of this 
chain, they could not tear it 
apart.” 


The tyrant said, “Are you cer- 
tain of that?” 
“Absolutely,” the man replied. 


Then, turning to two of his of- 
ficers, the tyrant said, “Take him 
and bind him with it, and cast 
him into prison.”” He was bound 
with the very chain he had made. 

Sinner, you have been forging 
a chain, the chain of your sins, 
link by link throughout the years, 
and if you are not saved soon, 
you are going to be bound with 
that chain, and be cast into that 
awful place “prepared for the devil 
and his angels.” You will have no 
one to blame but yourself. You will 
remember how you forged that 
chain, link by link; how you fell 
into this or that particular sin, 
and then said to yourself, ‘Oh, 
well, I will not repeat it; I will do 
it just once.” Then in some way 
there was an unaccountable urge 
to commit the same sin again 
and again and again, and you 
found out at last- that you were 
forging the links in the chain 
that has bound your soul. You 
have tried and tried to break 
it, but you are not able to do 
it. 


Chains That Bind 


You know what chains are bind- 
ing your soul today. The awful 
chains of lust, untruthfulness, 
pride, infidelity, dishonesty, greed, 
and unbelief. These are the things 
that are going to bind men’s souls 
for eternity, and sink them down 
into outer darkness. It is said of 
the fallen angels that they are 
bound in everlasting chains under 
darkness: and that will be true 
also of men and women who re- 
ject Christ. 

The chains of sin! You remem- 
ber how you tried to break them! 
On New Year’s Day, you said, 
“Now I am going to swear off; 
I am not going to commit this 
sin or that sin any more. I am 
losing my will power; these things 
have robbed me of my self re- 
spect; I am ashamed to think of 
the habits of which no one Knows, 


tried, and then fell back into the 
Same old ways. 


Or, you may have said, “It is 
of no use to try; I cannot free my- 
self; I'am bound with chains that 
I cannot break.” And so far as 
your own strength is concerned, 
that is perfectly true. But that is 
not the whole story. What have we 
seen of Peter? We have seen that 
he was a captive; he was guarded 
by Satan’s soldiers; he was wrap- 
ped in darkness; he was sound 
asleep; he was bound with chains; 
and there is one other word to 
complete the vivid description, he 
was under sentence of death, con- 
demned already. There he Jies in 
that prison, a picture of any poor 
sinner. 


Why was the sentence against 
Peter not carried out? Herod was 
waiting until a more propitious 
time, when he was going to bring 
him before the people and put him 
to death. That suggests what God 
says about you, if you are still

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rejecting the Lord Jesus Christ. 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God” 
(John 3:18). Notice that you are 
not merely in danger of being 
condemned in the day of judg- 
ment; not only in danger of con- 
demnation, if you die rejecting 
Christ; but you are condemned al- 
ready, And why? Because you are 
even now a Christ-rejector. “He 
that believeth not is condemned 
already.” Again in John 3:36, we 
read, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” Just as the wrath 
of Herod was abiding on Peter, 
and he was waiting the time for 
the sentence to be carried out, 
so the wrath of a righteous God 
abides upon the Christ-rejector, 
and soon the sentence will be car- 
ried out, 


Deliverance Through Prayer 


But now a word to Christians: 
You are interested in sinners, you 
know they are in the darkness, 
you understand that they are cap- 
tives of Satan, bound by the chains 
of their sins, guarded, and under 
condemnation, and yet you have 
a resource, have you not? The peo- 
ple of God offered prayer of God 
continually for Peter’s deliverance. 
O Christian, be encouraged when 
you pray for those in bondage.

dure.” Since I knew Billy Sunday 
Personally and since I 
have made the study of evangelism 
and evangelists a strenuous part 
of my life’s work, I know how 
Billy Sunday took meetings. I 
know his stand for the faith, I 
know his open denunciation of 
modernists and modernism, and I 
simply know that what you say is 
not literally true. One in your 
position ought to be more careful 
about facts. That is like your 
statement that the Fundamenta- 
lists who oppose your New York 
campaign would not back D. L. 
Moody. That kind of talk impres- 
ses the uninformed but in the long 
run it will look pretty cheap when 
history passes its judgment. 
Fifth, you say, “No matter what 
position you take, however, you 
can- be assured that I will not 
publicly disagree with you... ” 
But Billy, you have already pub- 
licly disagreed with me. Every 
time you slander Fundamentalists, 
you slander me. When. you say that 
God has bypassed extreme Funda- 
mentalists, you are talking about 
me and W. B. Riley and Bob Jones 
and H. A. Ironside, and many 
other “saints of God. 

When you wrote your letter to

Peter was sound 
asleep, and su@lenly there appear- 
ed a messenger. The angel of _the 
Lord is able to awaken, to a- 
rouse, to give deliverance to those 
who desire to be delivered. 


Second, a light shone in the 
prison. It is the truth of God 
that dispels the darkness. ““The en- 
trance of thy words giveth light; 
it giveth understanding unto the 
simple” (Ps. 119:130). The mes- 
senger came, and the light shone! 
© unsaved sinner, have you heard 


4 the gospel message, the message 


of light? You say in your dark- 
ness, “I cannot see; I cannot un- 
derstand.” Listen! “This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief” (I Tim. 1:15). 
Does that not give you a little 
light? “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life’ 
(John 5:24). This is God’s own 
Word. May it bring light to your 
darkened mind. 

Third, the angel smote Peter on 
the: side. He was a real “Billy” 
Sunday. Some folk do not like 
“Billy’s” abrupt way, but in this 
case the situation was desperate, 
and the angel said “Wake up,” 
as he smote him, and Peter wak- 
ened to find the angel pounding 
him. Some of us remember how 
the Spirit laid hold on us, and a- 
roused us from our deathlike 
sleep. The Word came home with 
convicting power, and we were 
saved. I would to God that you, 
unsaved one, might be smitten by 
the convicting power of the Spirit 
of God, that you might realize 
your lost condition, and your need 
of a Saviour; and that you would 
turn to Him who awakens, and 
be delivered. 


Fourth, there was no resistance 
on Peter’s part. The message came, 
“Get up!” and Peter obeyed im- 
mediately. Why, you know, a lit- 
tle while before, that word would 
have meant nothing to him; and 
now he is awake. When men and 
women are awakened, the mes- 
sage.comes: “Believe the Word; 
arise, He: calleth thee.” 

Fifth, then his chains fell off. Do 
you want to be delivered from 
your chains? Believe the Word!

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smoking and eating opium. He had 
fallen into that vice when very 
young, and the thing had gotten 
such a grip on him that he could 
not break it. At last, at twenty- 
two years of age, he was such 
a wreck that he made up his 
mind that he might as well end 
it all by suicide, for there was 
no hope for him. But one night 
in Fresno, California, he was go- 
ing down the street, crying out, 
“What a fool I have been to 
form a habit like this that I can- 
not free myself from,” when he 
heard a little group of Salvation 
Army folk singing: 


“He breaks the power of cancelled 
sin, 
He sets the prisoner free; 


His blood can make the vilest 
clean, 
His blood avails for me.” 
He said, “What’s that?” They 
sang it again. That poor young 


fellow stood there trembling, for 
he had hardly strength enough to 
stand erect. “I wonder if it 
is true ‘the vilest’—that’s me!” 
and he followed them into their 
‘hall. When they invited sinners 
to come to Christ, he went for- 
ward and knelt at the penitent 
bench, but he was so loathsome 
that they said, “Oh, he is too 
far gone.” However, they were 
faithful, and knelt with him and 
pointed him to Christ. By and 
by, as he arose, he said, “I will 
trust Him,” and went away. One 
of them said to another, “You 
better go and see if he has any 
lodging tonight: he has no will 
power, there is no hope for him 
if he gets away.’ Somebody did 
take an interest in him; he got 
him a lodging, and helped him in 
other ways. When he put his trust 
in Christ, he was delivered, and 
he has often testified since, “I 
am free; Christ has delivered me; 
I never even had a struggle to get 
rid of that habit.” In two weeks 
you would not have known him. He 
Was a new creature, physically, 
mentaily, and every way. Whatever 
your sins are, come to Christ, 
trust in Him and find deliverance. 
Peter’s bonds fell off; he was freed 
from his chains—you too may be 
free. 

Sixth, “Get your things on,” the 
angel said, and he dressed him up. 
That is what the Lord does. Off | 
with the prison garments, on with 


the new garments. Then they went 


through one door and another, 
and finally through the great iron 
door. If Peter had gone through 
that great iron door in his chains, 
he would have gone through to die. 
If he were taken through in his 
fetters, he would go out to be 
executed. And if you go through 
the door of death in your sins, 
you go through to your doom. 
Peter might well have trembled as 
he passed through that door if 
he still had his chains on; but’ 
as he drew near, the door opened 
of its own accord, and he went 
through as a free man. A_ be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus can Say, 
“T have died already; I am free!” 
You may ask, “How can you say 
that?” “‘Well, we have been cruci- 
fied with Christ; we went through 
death with Him!” 

Seventh, then Peter said, “I 
must hunt up some place where 


I can find some Christians who 
are interested in me.” They were 
all having a prayer meeting in 


Mary’s house, praying for Peter's 
deliverance. The Lord had answer- 
ed and he was delivered, but they 
were still praying. A little girl 
came out in response to Peter’s 
knock, and she got so excited when 
she heard his voice, that she for- 
got to open the door, She rushed 
back, and said, “You don't need 
to pray any more; Peter is out- 
side, he is at the door!” 

“Nonsense,” they practically 
said, “God doesn’t do anything as 
quickly as that.”

years. Premillennialists believe 
this is plainly stated: 


“And I saw an angel come 
down from heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and a 
great chain in his hand. And he 
laid hold on the dragon, that 
old serpent which is the Devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years, And cast him 
into the bottomless pit, and shut 
him up, and set a seal upon him, 
that he should deceive the na- 
tions no more, till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled: and 
after that he must be loosed a 
little season, And I saw thrones, 
and they sat upon them, and 
judgment was given unto them: 
and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the wit- 
ness of Jesus, and for the word 
of God, and which had not wor- 
shipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received his 
mark upon their foreheads, or 
in their hands; and they lived 
and reigned with Christ a thou- 
sand years.”—Rev. 20:1-5. 

“And the Lord sball be king 
over all the earth: in that day 
shall there be one Lord, and his 
name one.”—Zech. 14:9.

eth the winepress of the fierce- 
ness and wrath of Almighty 
God. And he hath on his. vesture 
and on his thigh a name writ- 
ten, KING OF KINGS, AND 
LORD OF LORDS. And I saw 
an angel standing in the sun; 
and he cried with a loud voice, 
saying to all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Come 
and gather yourselves together 
unto the supper of the great 
God; That ye may eat of the 
flesh of kings, and the flesh of 
captains, and the flesh of mighty 
men, and the flesh of horses, 
and of them that sit on them.

Postmillennialjsm used to be the 
most. popular oppesing doctrine. 
It simply means that the one thou- 
sand years of peace will be achiev- 
ed by the preaching of the Gospel. 
Christ will then come to earth 
with His kingdom. In other words, 
Christ would come after (post) 
the millennium. 


Today this theory has practieally 
vanished, It is a spiritual dead 
duck. The tremendous world wars, 
strife and sin of the past fifty 
years have shot it down. Most of 
the posts became ‘“‘A’s’” because it 
provided an easy place for them 
to hide. 


Amillennialism, in my opinion, 
is‘net acceptable to a Bible schol- 
ar. Too much of the Bible is left 
out. Many passages. are over- 
spiritualized and the Second Com- 
ing is seldom preached. However, 
we shall discuss this more fully 
later. 


It seems to me that if you ac- 
cept the Bible at its face value, 
you are forced to become a pre- 
millennialist. Now, don’t misun- 
derstand me. Premillennialism has 
nothing to do with the saving of 
your soul. That is another doc- 
trine. But, what of Jesus and 
other notable Scriptures? What 
you believe about the Second Com- 
ing will affect your attitude to- 
wards sin, and the returning De- 
liverer. 


I, What Do You Believe 
About the Bible? 


Do you believe that it is the com- 
pletely inspired and_ infallible 
Word of God in the original? If 
you do, then you must believe that 
even the words are inspired. In- 
spired thoughts without inspired 
words are foolishness to the ra- 
tional mind. 


The Bible says: 


“All scripture is given by in- 
Spiration: of God, and: is profit- 
able for doetrine; for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness.’ —IL. Tim: 3:16. 


“Heaven and earth sHall: pass| 
away, but my words shall not} 


pass away.’’—-Matt. 24:35, 


“For it had been better for 
them not to have known the 
way of righteousness, than, aft- 
er they have known it, to turn 
from the holy commandment de- 
livered unto them.”’—II Pet. 
2:21. 

“And if any man shall take 
away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God shall 
take away his part out of the 
book of life, and out of the holy 
city, and from the things which 
are written in this book.’’—Rev. 
22:19. 


Thus, the Bible declares’ itself 
to be the absolute Word of God. 
Even Jesus said, “O fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken” (Luke 
24:25). Jesus said that what the 
prophets said was true. If the 
Bible is not true then Jesus is a 
liar. The apostles would also be 
liars because John claimed that 
the Revelation came from God: 

“The Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave unto him, to shew 
unto his servants things 
must shortly come to pass; and he 
sent and signified it by his angel 
unto his servant John.’—Rev. 1:1. 


Paul, who wrote most of the 
New Testament, said that no an- 
gel, no matter what his rank, 
could contest his Gospel: 


“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed. As we said be- 
fore, so say I now again, If any 
man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed.”’—Gal. 1:8, 9. 


Peter claimed his word to be 
God’s Word: 

“But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever. And this is the 
word which by the gospel is 
preached unto you.’—I Pet. 1:25. 

Jude must have believed the 
same thing, for he contended for 
the “faith which was once de- 
livered unto the saints.” Evidently 
he concurred with the writers who 
wrote the New Testament. James 
must have believed in that same 
common faith, for he quotes the 
Scriptures of the New Testament: 

“If -ye fulfil the royal law ac- 
cording to the scripture, Thou 
Shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self, ye do well ... Do ye think 
that the scripture saith in vain, 
The spirit that dwelleth im us 
lusteth to envy?’—Jas. 2:8; 4:5. 

He surely believed in the New 
Testament doctrine of the Second 
Coming, for he said, “Be patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the com- 
ing of the Lord: Behold, the hus- 
bandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain.” (Jas. 
5:7.) 

Matthew, Mark and Luke speak 
for themselves. They are called 
the Synoptic Gospels because they 
recorded “much the same thing 
about Jesus. They certainly be- 
lieved in the same common faith 
as expressed by the other writers. 
Eusebius, sent by Constantine in 
the 4th century to gather to- 
gether the books considered in- 
spired by the churches, came back 
with the same 27 books of our 
King James New ‘Testament. 
Kings and the Roman Church have 
tried to burn it. Infidels and athe- 
ists have tried to stomp it into the 
dust. Still it remains in the minds 
and hearts of millions of people 
as “God’s Word.” Who are these 
people who accept it so fully? 
They consist of some of the best 
moral mothers, wives, honest men, 
and sincere little children. Who is 
on the other side? Sneering athe- 
ists. seoffing infidels, pussy-foot- 
ing modernists and liberal profes- 
sors, drunkards, gamblers, sex- 
perverts, liars, prostitutes and the 
other members of the Devil’s 
damnable crowd. 


Beware, my friend, before you 
join up with any group which 
makes light of the inspiration of 
God’s Word. 


II. There Has to Be a Rapture 
of the Church 
The Bible says so: 

“But I would not Have you 
to be ignorant, brethren, con- 
cerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not even as 
others which have no hope. For

Of course those who oppose the 
rapture have no alternative but to 
deny the miraculous translation 
of Enoch and Elijah. When they 
do, they, in. effect, change the Bi- 
ble, for it clearly says that they 
were translated: 


“By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not fownd, because God had 
translated him: for before his 
translation he had this testimony. 
that he pleased God.”—Heb. 11:5. 


“And it came to pass, as they 
still went on, and talked, that, 
behold, there appeared a chariot of 
fire, and horses of fire, and parted 
them both asunder; and Elijah 
went up by a whirlwind into hea- 
ven.’—II Kings 2:11. 

Then those who oppose the 
rapture are found! as unbelievers 
in the inspired record of God. They 
indirectly. call God a liar, “He 
that believeth on the Son of God 
Hath the witness in himself: he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he believeth 


his Son” (I John 5:10). 


But you say, “Could not Paul 
have been spiritualizing in I Thes- 
salonians 4:13 and _ succeeding 
Seriptures?” 


Read it for yourselves and see: 


“For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 


if we believe that Jesus died 


the Lord in the air: and so shall 


not the record that God gave of 


we ever be with the Lord.’—lI 
Thess. 4:16, 17, 

Surely no right thinking person 
would ever suggest such a theory. 
You would also have to spirit- 
ualize I Corinthians 15:44—“It 
is sown a natural body; it is raised 
a spiritual body. There is a na- 
tural body, and there is a spiritual 
body,” and succeeding verses 
which state that the body itself 
shall be raised. 

The word “soma” in the 44th 
verse means “body.” The English 
is so plain that a knowledge of 
the Greek is not even needed. Je- 
sus’ body was never found. It was 
changed. So shall ours be: 
“Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we 
Shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is.’—I John 3:2. 


The rapture of the church is an 
established fact by Scripture. 
Could he not have been referring 
to something#that happened in the 
days of the disciples? Second 
Thessalonians 2:8 dates it during 
the days of Jesus’ coming: 


“And then shall that Wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming.” 

This passage was written to ex- 
plain I Thessalonians 4 and 5. 
No, you must believe in the rap- 
ture if you accept the simple 
teachings of the Scriptures. 


III. There Has to Be a Great 
Time of Trouble on Earth 
During the Last Days 
Few doctrines are more plainly 
stated in the Bible. Jeremiah call- 
ed it “Jacob’s trouble” in Jere- 

miah 30:7: 

“Alas! for that day is great, so 
that none is like it: it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble, but he 
shall be saved out of it.” 


But you say, “Could not this 
have been in the days of the 
Babylonian captivity?’ No, for the 
eleventh verse dates it: 

“For I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to save thee: though I make 
a full end of all nations whither 
I have scattered thee, yet will I 
not make a full end of thee: but 
I will correct thee in measure, 
and will not leave thee altogether 
unpunished.” 

Notice a full end of nations 
shall take place, but Israel shall 
be delivered. Isn’t this what Paul 
said in Romans 11:25, 26? 


“For I would not, brethren, 
that ye should be ignorant of 
this mystery, lest ye should be 
wise in your own conceits; that 
blindness in part is happened to 
Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in. And so all 
Israel shall be saved: as it is 
written, There shall come out of 
Zion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodliness from Ja- 
cob.”’ 


Nobody could sincerely say that 
Paul was teaching about the 
church. He was talking about na- 
tional Israel. Romans 11:1, 2 says: 


“T say then, Hath God cast 
away his people? God forbid. 
For I also am an Israelite, of 
the seed of Abraham, of the 
tribe of Benjamin. God hath 
not cast away his people which 
he foreknew. Wot ye not what 
the scripture saith of Elias? 
how he maketh intercession to 
God against Israel .. .” 


In the very first part of the 


being discussed. 
Daniel in 12:1, 2 spoke of this 
time of trouble. 


“And at that time shall 
Michael stand up, the great 
prince which standeth for the 
children of thy people: and 
there shall be a time of trouble, 
such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same 
time: and at that time thy peo- 
ple shall be delivered, every one 
that shall be found written in 
the book. And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt.” 


Notice it is tied up with the 
resurrection of the saints which 
can only come in the last days. 
Daniel called it the time of ‘“abom- 


ination,” in 9:27. He also ties it 
up with the “consummation” (end 
| of all things) mentioned in verse 
9:27b. He also says an abomina- 


tion of desolation shall be set up in 
the holy place: 


“And from the time that the 
daily sacrifice shall be taken away, 
and the abomination that maketh 
desolate set up, there shall be a 
thousand two hundred and ninety 
days.’ He plainly states this to be 
in the “end of the days.” (Dan. 
12:13.) 


But you. say, “How could some 
Bible scholars. be so blind as not 
to see it?” 


The Devil is powerful in. these 
last days. These times are prophe- 
sied in Scripture: 


chapter, he states plainly the one} 


“For there shall arise false 
Christs, and false prophets, and 
shall shew great signs and won- 
ders; insomuch that, if it were 
possible, they shall deceive the 
very elect.”—Matt. 24:24. 

“Knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last days 
scoffers, walking after their 
own lusts, And saying, Where is 
the promise of his coming? for 
since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were 
from the beginning of the crea- 


tion.”—IT Pet. 3:3, 4. 
“This know also, that in the 
last days perilous times shall 


come. For men shall be lovers 
of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy, Without natural af- 
fection, trucebreakers, false ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, de- 
spisers of those that are good, 
Traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God; Having a form of 
godliness, but denying the pow- 
er thereof: from such turn 
away. For of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and 
lead captive silly women laden 
with sins, led away with divers 
lusts, Ever learning, and never 
able to come to the knowledge 
of the truth.’’—II Tim. 3:1-7, 


But you say, “Surely Jesus 
would have told us about the 
time of trouble, wouldn’t He?” 
Yes, my friend, He surely did: 
Matthew 24:15 records His very 
words—“When ye thereforé shall 
see the abomination of desola- 
tion, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place; 
(whose readeth, let him under- 
stand:),’’ and even-refers. to Dan- 
iel’s “abomination of desolation” 
which was mentioned afore. 


Luke spoke of it: 


“And there shall be signs in 
the sun, and in the moon, and 


in the stars; and upon the 
earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the 
waves roaring; Men’s hearts 
failing them for fear, and for 
looking after those’ things 


which are coming on the earth: 
for the powers of heaven shall 
be shaken.”—Luke 21:25-26. 


“Wasn't this fulfilled when Jeru- 
salem was destroyed in 70 A. D. 
by Titus?” It couldn’t have been, 
for the 27th verse dates it at the 
time of the literal return of Je- 
sus Christ: 


“And then shall they see the 
Son of man coming in a cloud 
with power and great glory.’”’— 
Luke 21:27. 


Paul spoke of it as a great time 
of trouble run by one man, He 
will be so wicked he is called the 
“lawless one” (wicked) in II Thes- 
salonians 2:8. This passage is also 
dated at the coming of Jesus 
Christ: 

“And then shall that Wicked. 
be revealed, whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of 
his mouth, and. shall destroy 
with the brightness of his com- 
ing.’”’-—II Thess. 2:8. 


Revelation 13 introduces the 
beast who turns out to be a wick- 
ed world ruler killing all who will 
not worship him: 


“And he had power to give 
life unto the image of the beast, 
that the image of the beast 
should both speak, and cause 
that as many as would not wor- 
ship the image of the beast 
should be killed.’”—Rev. 13:15. 


This passage is also dated for 
the end-time, for Jesus returns 
to:.earth in the 19th chapter and 
puts him into. Hell. “And the 
beast was taken, and with him; 
the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which 
he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast, and 
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them that worshipped his image. 
These both were cast alive into 
a lake of fire burning with brim- 
stone” (Rev. 19:20). 

One does not have to be a 
prophet to see the wicked end- 
time approaching as spoken of in 
the Scriptures. Foolish talk that 
the world is getting better and 
better, moral and more moral is 
pure poppycock. 

Yes, there has to be a tribula- 
tion time worse than any other 
time on earth. 

Revelation 7:14 plainly states 
that it will be the one spoken of 
by the prophets and apostles: 

“And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white m 
the blood of the Lamb.” 

The Greek does not normally 
carry the article. It is under- 
stood. When a certain definite ob- 
ject is to be pointed out, being in 
contrast to just any of that type 
of object, the article is used. In 
this verse the article is used. 
Literally it reads, “the tribulation 
the great,” or “the great tribula- 
tion.”” What could be plainer? No 
wonder Paul said, “But evil men 
and seducers shall wax worse and 
worse, deceiving, and being de- 
ceived” (II Tim. 3:13). ' 

The greatest deceivers of all 
‘time will be the Antichrist and 
his false prophet. Who can deny 
this? 


IV. Jesus Has to Return to 
This Earth Visibly 
and Literally 

If He does not then the Scrip- 
tures are in error. The angels told 
the disciples, “Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into hea- 
ven? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen him go into heaven” 
(Acts 1:11). 

He went away with the clouds 
with eyes focused on Him. 


John says in Revelation 1:7, 
“Behold, he cometh with clouds; 
and every eye shall see him, and 
they also which ‘pierced him: and 
all. kindreds of the earth shall 
wail because of him. Even s0, 
Amen.” Notice, He will come back 
with the clouds and He is still the 
same pierced Jesus, 

Jesus said in John 14:3, “And

you, I will come again, and re- 
ceive you unto myself; that where 
I am, there ye may be also.” He 
didn't say He might come back. 
He said that He would come back. 
He could have said it no plainer 
When He comes He will definitely

Notice where He is stand- 
ing. The Holy Writ does not say 
Mars, Venus, Pluto, nor Heaven, 
. but the “mount of Olives, which is 
before Jerusalem on the east” 
(Zech. 14:4). Hallelujah, Christ 
is commg all the way to earth 
again! te 

He has never been King of the 
earth: To this day there is not 
one single town or city where He 
is King of every heart. Every 
town has its enemies of Christ. He 
must be King of the earth. He 
will be King of the earth. The 
Psalmist ‘Said God would make 
him so: | 

“Ask of me, and I shall give 
thee the heathen for thine inherit- 
ance, and the uttermost parts of 
the earth for thy ~possession,”— 
Ps. 2:8. 


If this and other similar Scrip- 
tures are to be fulfilled, He must 
return visibly as the King of 
kings and the Lord of lords, This 
is exactly What Revelation 19 
says: 

“And I saw heaven opened, 
and behold a white horse; and 
he that sat upon him was called 
Faithful and True, and in right- 
eousness he doth judge and 
make war. His eyes were as a 
flame of fire, and on his head 
were many crowns; and he had 
a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself. And he 
was clothed with a vesture dip- 
ped in blood: and his name is 
called The Word of God. And 
the armies which were in hea- 
ven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, 
white and clean. And out of 
his mouth goeth a sharp sword, 
that with it he should smite 
the nations: and he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron: and 
he treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God. And he hath on 
his vesture and on his thigh a 
name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS.”’—Rev. 19:11-16.

V. There Has to Bea —

Hear the swish of the knife as 
it cut through the neck of Paul 
the apostle. 

See the ashes of John Huss as 
they are scattered on the river 
by the Christ rejecters of his day. 

Look upon the crosses in Flan- 
ders Field where the white bones 
of mothers’ boys lie. 

Listen to the cries of commu- 
nism today as it clamors to rule 
the world in terror. 

Listen to the thudding of 20.,- 
000,000 bodies striking the ground 
before the firing squads of Chinese 
communists. 

No, there is no peace to this 
hour. Come, O Prince of Peace, 
and bring rest to this troubled 
world! 

What do Scriptures like Reve- 
lation 5:10 mean? “And hast 
made us unto our God kings and 
priests: and we shall reign on 
the earth.” I believe they mean 
just what they say. We shall 
reign on earth (not on high) with 
Him. 

A.professor ‘exegeting’ I Co- 
rinthians 6:2, 3, said, “We don’t 
know what this means.”’ He would 
have known if he had just be- 
lieved what it said. We shall reign 
and judge with Him!

They 
have stopped naming sin, preach 
fifteen-minute sermons and never 
shed a tear, They would go around 
the world on tip toe to avoid of- 
fending the Devil. It seems to me 
they wouldn’t strike a snake if 
it crawled in bed with them. 


No, most of them are false 
prophets trying to please the 
rulers of this world. They are 
the Pharisees of Jesus’ day, the 
religionists of Daniel’s day, who 
always spoke what the king want- 
ed to hear. They are the prophets 
of Baal who chaperoned the square 
dances in the groves and spoke 
soothing words into the ears of 
wicked men. May God help me to 
thunder against sin and preach of 
the coming Prince -of Peace. I'd 
rather my eyeballs would roll 
around on the other side of the 
platter with John the Baptist than 
to be a pussyfooting prophet of 
this ungodly generation of Ahabs 
and Jezebels. 

When is Ezekiel’s temple | going 
to be built if not during the mil- 
lennium? God surely wasted a lot 
of time giving it if He: didn't 
plan to fulfill it. 

What does the 14th chapter of 
Zechariah mean if there is no 


Jesus present? It has never been 
fulfilled to this day. The time of 
peace on the earth in the 9th verse 
plainly states that He will be 
Lord over the earth and that He 
will be the only Lord: 

“And the Lord shall be king 
over all the earth: in that day 
shall there be one Lord, and is 
name one.’—Zech. 14:9, 


This has never happened. 

Deny the millennium and the 
Bible becomes a lifeless, dead, cold 
book, without personality, and 
with a meaningless ending. 

“But it is not reasonaple in 
explanation,” you say. Neither can 
you explain the new birth, the 
miracles, the resurrection, the 
ascension, the virgin birth, and 
the other mysteries of the Bible, 
but you accept them. Why not 
do the millennium the same way? 
It will open up the Bible to you 
in a way that will make you shout 
“Glory to God.” It is the only doc- 
trine that will fit all the Scrip- 
tures.

They shall not hurt 
nor destroy in all my holy moun- 
tain, saith the Lord” (Isa, 65:25). 

The world shall no longer feed 
on each other but shall feed on 
HIM!
